WATER BOARD REPORT. 


ers for the year has been prepared for 
publication. The report shows the cost 


of maintenance for the year to be 
$7,145.74. The service has been extend- 
ed during the year 1116 feet. One of 
the improvements. made is .the | re- 
moving ‘of the 6-inch cast iron pipe 
in Ditson place and replacing it with 
a cement lined pipe, at the request 
of E. F. Searles. 

The sinking fund account has been 
increased $4716.57, makirg the total 


financial statement shows a_ balance 
of $2827.11 to be carried over to next 
year. The net cost of the system to 
Jan. 1, is shown in the report to pe 
$338,254.56 of which $225,000 1s covered 
by bonds, the difference representinz 
the amount taken from the earnings 
of the system. and expended in im- 
provements. 

The total number of meters now in 
use is 982; 115 having peen set last 
year. 

The report from the pumping sta- 
tion shows everything to be in goo 
condition. The wells are in good con- 
dition and. the additional wells dritie2d 
prove valuable in dry seasons. The 
récord of the work shows the time of 
pumping water during the year to »? 
2739 hours, 25 minutes. The total num- 
ber of gallons pumped was 114,544,500. 
The coal consumed was 747,300 pounds. 
In regard to the extension of the ser- 
vice the report says: “There is an ur- 
gent demand for the extension of the 
water sytsem in different parts of the 


town. We strongly recommend that 
provision be made to meet the de- 
mand. Whenever the water system 


has been extended the building of 
houses has followed, adding to = ihe 
valuation of the town. By the resolu- 
tion of the town, any one wanting 
town. water can have it by guaran- 
teeing 4 per cent on the outlay. Dui- 
ing the past year the committee has 
beens crippled in carrying out this 
resolution as no bonds were voted by 
the town. The money expended in ex- 
tending the water system has proven 
a good investment for the department 
and a good thing for the town as it 
adds very much to the valuation.” 


The report this year contains a spe- 


cial report on electrolysis, prepared 
by Electrician Osgood. Electrolysis 
has caused many breaks 1n the pip’s 
during the year incurring considerable 
expense in making the repairs. Of the 
17 breaks in service pipes it is esti- 
mated that 75 per cent were caused 
by electrolysis, and of the 20 breaks 
in the main. pipes, a smaller pe-- 
centage were the result of this 
cause.

Completion ef Cornell Dam. 

When the floodgates were shut down 
for the first time, Jan. 31, in the new

Guessing on Biggest Diamond. 

Some expert diamond examiners have 
estimated as high as. $125,000,000 as 
the value of the diamond which has 
just been discovered at Elandsfontein, 
South Africa, which is said to be. three 
times as large as the largest stone 
previously found. Nothing authorita- 
tively is known-beyond the report of 
the discovery, which occurred in the 
Premier mine, located on a farm sold 
two years ago for a little over $200,000. 
An insurance policy for $500,000 has 
been taken out for the big stone.

This is the lat- 
est move in the general rate war pre 
cipitated by the Missouri Pacific’s re- 
cent cut from 13% to 11 cents on busi- 
ness from Omaha to New Orleans. 
This was followed by a reduction of 7 
cents a hundred on all the competing 
lines, and now the Burlington goes 4 
cents lower. The rivalry is mainly for 
the grain carrying trade between At- 
lantic and gulf ports. 


Steel Trust Earnings. ° 

The board of directors of the United 
States Steel corporation has announced 
earnings for the quarter of the fiscal 
year ended Dec. 31 as $21,458,734, an 
increase of $6,500,000. Unfilled orders 
on hand were for 4,696,203 tons, an in- 
crease of more than 10,000,000 tons as 
compared with the same period a year 
ago. The regular dividend on the pre- 
ferred stock was declared. 


Pennsylvania Denies Rebates. 

In an official statement the Pennsy!- 
vania railroad denies the assertions 
made in the suit of the Pennsylvania 
Coal and Coke company and the Web- 
ister Coal company that rebates to rival 
coal corporations had been allowed or 
that discriminations in car allotments 
had been made.

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LEGISLATORS AGREE ON A GYP- 
SY MOTH BILL. 


BOSTON, Feb. 8—House and senate 
members from the territories infested 
by the gypsy moth had another con- 
ference after the legislature adjourn- 
ed yesterday afternoon, After some 
discussion the conference voted to sup- 
port the redrafted gypsy moth bill as 
a general basis of action. 

The redrafted measure is the one 
that has been prominently indorsed 
before the legislative committee on 
agriculture. 
Representative Hall of Winchester 
ence moved that the redraft of the bill 
offered by ex-president of the senate, 
George R. Jones of Melrose, who 
president of the Citizens’ association 
for the suppression of the gypsy and 
brown tail moth,- be accepted by the 
conference, and a_ united effort be 
made for its passage. 

Representative Hayes of Lowell ob- 
jected to that part of the ‘redrafted 
bill--previding~for-the~ appointment” of 
a commission of three members to be 
appointed by th® governor. He thought 
the matter should be put into the 
hands of one man, who would have 
authority to do the work, and would 
be responsible. 

Senator Clark of Middlesex thought 
that a commission should not be ob- 
jected to on the grounds of economy, 
as their salaries would be a mere drop 
the bucket. The work must be per- 
formed thoroughly, and by those who 
have no other business to attend to 
This percentage would: amount to a 
large sum in the cities, hé said. The 
city-of- Lynn would have to pay some- 
thing like $22,000, and other cities in 
proportion. He thought the *~ amount 
should be limited to $10,000, or the per- 
centage be cut down to 1-50th of 1 per 
cent. 

Mr. Bennett of Saugus did not favor 
the suggestion of Mr.Hoyes that . the 
work be under “the directi6n ‘ef the

LU IMIT. 

BOSTON, Feb. 7—Thie state board of 
education is against raising the mge 
}.of compulserye-4ehool attendance from 
14 to,15 years. The legislature last year 
requested the state board ta, make in- 
quiry a@nd report on this subject, and 
the report was filed in the lower 
branch of the state legislature yester- 
day afternoon. 

But while the board does not think 
it advisable to raise the age as indica- 
ted it does believe that an amendment 
to the present law should be adopted 
requiring attendance to the age of 16 
where the child can neither read nor 
write. 

The report states thar on. Sept. 1, 
1904, there were in tne commonwealth 
51,204 children in the 15th year of their 
age, of which number there were in 
sehool 33,589 or 65.5 per cent of the 
whole number. Of thése in school 93.5 
per cent had reached the sixth grade. 

It would seem evident, says the re- 
port, after making further deductions 
from the figures obtained, that few of 
the children who are 
school on reaching the age of 14, can 
be classified as illiterates; and that 
most of them have acquired what in 
earlier days in Massachusetts would 
have been considered a fair education. 
The city statistics show that the larg- 
est reduction in numbers owing to the 


withdrawal of 14-year pupils, occurs 
between the seventh and eighth 
grades. 


The board secured the opinions of a 
large number of people identified with 
the schools, and from them draw these 


conclusions: That the great majority 
who can afford to keep their children 
in school are now doing so; that of 


those who do not need the assistance 
of the children for family support, but 
who hasten to withdraw the children 
when the age limit is reached, the 
great majority consists of recent im- 
migrants; that in a large number of 
cases the help of the children is need- 
ed for family support and that it is 
better. for the children to work than 
for the family to become pauperized, 
that a considerable portion of the chil- 
dren leave voluntarily, the study of 
books having little attraction, that 
such children get little good from con- 
tinuing in school and that regu'ar 
work for wages would stimulate to ef- 
fort and would increase their self re- 
spect; that the raising of the age lim- 
it would increase the difficulty of en- 
forcing the compulsory attendance law. 

The report reviews this sort of leg- 
islation for a long period of years and 
states that in comparison with the 
school attendance and labor laws of 
other states, the law: of Massachusetts 
appears to be as broad and as simple 
as those of any state and superior in 
these respects to the laws of most of 
the states. 

In conclusion the report says: “The 
board reports that it does not consider 
it feasible or desirable to ratse the age 
limit for compulsory school attendance 


from 14 to 15 for the reasons that 1 
large majority of the children in thefr 
hth vear are. now jn school; that of

“Treland.”’ 


The great want in Russia is a middle 
class something to unite the so-called 
noble and the serf. The same kind of 
want is felt in Ireland where the gentry 
have little sympathy with the peasant 
and unlike Seotland and England there 
is no strong, fairly well-to-do middle 
class to weld and give a band to each. 
Here in America we have a big middle 
class which is a safety valve to the vul- 
gar, newly-made rich who try to imitate 
Europe. 

I have been led to write this letter by 
seeing the account of the Prince of 
Wales visiting Ireland and enjoying 
woodcock shooting. The Dublin gentry 
got up a ball in his honor and pages of 
the newspapers were taken up with de- 
scriptions of the dresses, pearls, brace- 
lets and diamonds seen at this ball. 

About three hours by rail from Dublin 
there is almost a famine, The potatoes, 
the chief food of the peasantry, are 
nearly all eaten and ‘Maude Gonne”’ and 
her ilk are claiming that the British 
goyernment is to blame for this potato 
famine. 3 ; 

The Prince of Wales has had good 
training. He could not help being born 
in the purple. His father when he 
shoots a lot of pheasants sees to it that 
they are distributed among the hospitals. 
Neither the King nor his son, the Prihce, 
can help the Irish farmer unless he 
helps himself. ‘ 

John Redmont at a meeting lately 
spoke words of wisdom when. he said 
that what they wanted was not a pau- 
per’s dole but the means of working out 
their own salvation, and said he was de- 


lighted to think that the now existing* 


land laws gave the* promise of better 
things for his countrymen. 


There are hundreds of deserted farms 


in this country. Why is it that the peo- 
ple who leave these farms don’t blame 
our government”? In my opinion. Ireland 
today is better in every way than she 
ever was. The Irish members of the 
House of Commons, no matter what 
party is in power, are a factor not to be 
ignored. It is more than 50 years since 
1 lived for six months im Ireland and 
several- visits I have made during that 
time have convinced me of the truth of 
what I say about the conditions now 
and when I first enjoyed the hospitality 
of.these warm hearted: people. 

The Irish immigration to this country 
bas been a blessing to both countries 
and we live in an age when the country 
a man comes from or the church he at- 
tends counts for little if he is an honest 
man. 

In speaking of Ireland we must not 
forget the 1ude ana often insolent man- 
ner in which Ireland for a long time was 
treated by the Saxon. Wars for a time 
leave bitter feelings. We of today have 
almost forgotten the awful civil war of 
40 years ago and this continual harping 
on what happened before we were born 
is simply ridiculous and leaves a nasty 
taste in the mouth. 

I will not now speak of farming in 
Ireland. It would take twenty letters 
todothat. I merely mention that the 
largest ship building plant in the world 
isin Ireland. The manufacture of linen 
is bigger in Ireland than any where else. 
She has finer roads than any country I 
ever saw, a grand climate, and land that 
can grow wheat and clover and can raise 
the finest cattle and horses. All the 
country needs is that afew of the dia- 
monds at the Dublin ball should be sold 
to the newly rich of this country, who 
prize such baubles, and the money spent 
on improving Irish farms. 

It is difficult to get the practical into 
a poetic race. The lingering sentiment 
in Ireland is that it was a great country 
when there were four Kings in it, no 
good roads and no railways. Also that 
when several millions of her oppressors 
are killed, she will be a great nation 
again, but that just now she is miserable.

° go was only preliminary to a regular 
treaty, which in due time would be 
submitted to the senate for its consid- 
eration and approval. 


Treasury Balance Lower. 

The treasury department reports a 
deficit of $6,218,014 for January, the 
receipts having been $43,410,285 and 
the expenditures $49,628,299. This 
leaves the available cash balance at 
$140,625,726, of which $94,000,000 is 
deposited in banks and $46,000,000 is 
available tS meet current demands. 
The deficit is due to constantly in- 
creasing expenditures and not to fall- 
| ing off in revenue.

Martial Law For Filipinos. | 

Owing to the increase of lawlessness 
‘and the depredations of organized bands 
| of ladrones. martial iaw has been pro- | 
| claimed in the provinces of- Cavite and | 
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Batangas, Luzon, P. lL. Federal troops 
and native scouts have taken control 
of all the towns, The forces of the 
band of ladrones is estimated at 500, 
and they are said to have intimidated 
many peacefully inclined natives. 


The Rouvier Programme. 

The new French premier, M, Rouvier, 
has submitted his declaration of policy 
to the parliament. Its main fdatures 
are an income tax, the separation of 
church and state, workingmen’s pen- 
sions and a reduction of the term of 
military service. It condemus the sys- 
tem of secret reports on army officers. 
He said he would prefer to have the 
income tax take precedence over the 
church question. The entire programme 
was approved by a vote of 410 to 107.

An effort te Increase the appropriation 
for congressional free seed distribu- 
tion from $200,000 to $300,000 or more 
has failed, and the appropriation will 
stand at $200,000, During the discus- 
sion Mr. Tawney (Rep., Minn.), wanted 
to know why congress should not. pro- 
vide him With: free Durham bulls that 
he might send them t6 his constituents 
under a government frank. 


House to Probe Steel Trust. 

The house has adopted the resolhf- 
tion introduced by Mr. Little calling on 
the secretary of commerce and labor 
to investigate the-trotre ai?’ steel busi- 
hess of. the-country, especially that of 
the 4/nited States Steel corporation. 


Millions For the Navy. 

The naval appropriation bill as re- 
ported to the house carried.a total of 
$100,070,079. Provision was made for 
only two battleships instead of three, as 
desired by the navy department.. *Pro- 
vision is made for an increase of 3,000 
in the number of seamen and 1,200 in 
the marine corps.

Financiers Oppose Rate Fixing. 

The New York chamber of commerce 
at its regular meeting last week adopt- 
ed a resolution in opposition to the 
bills in congress granting the rate mak- 
ing powers to the interstate commerce 
commission, Sympathy with the pres- 
ident in his wish to right wrongs is ex- 
pressed, but the proposition to deter- 
mine the earning capacity of certain 
properties without responsibility to pro- 
tect their values or income is regarded 
as ‘‘a fundamental departure from gov- 
ernmental administration fraught with 
grave dangers.” 


Legislature Versus Oil Trust. 

Bills appropriating $200,000 to build 
a State oil refinery in opposition to the 
Standard Oil company were introduced 
in the Kansas legislature last week. 
Public sentiment throughout the state 
is believed to be behind this movement, 
which is engineered by a lobby in the 
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interest of the independent Kansas oil 
producers, It is argued that a refinery | 
with 1,000 barrels’ daily capacity would 
give the state $8,000 profit a year at 
present prices.

League club at Bhiladelphia Jan. 30 
President Roosevelt asserted that the 
great development of industrialism in 
this country “means that there must be 
an increase-in-the supervision of-gov-- 
ernment enterprises.”
